Left-Over Mutton. 

Cut some rather thick slices from 
the remains of a leg of mutton, re- 
move the fat and skin and trim them 
*o that they are the some size. About 
an hour before they are required plae 
ihvm In a derp dish with a few slices 
of onion between the pieces of meat. 
Sprinkle a little black pepper and 
nutmeg over them and cover with oil 
and vinegar mixed together in the 
proportion of three tablespoonfuls of 
)U to one of vinegar. Season a small 
quantity of fine white breadcrumbs 
with celery salt and pepper, and mix 
together with onion and minced pars- 
ley. Wipe the slices of meat when 
hey are taken from the pickle, dip 
hem Into beaten egg and cover them 
hickly with the prepared crumbs. Al- 
low the crumbs to harden on the 
slices of meat for ten or fifteen initi- 
ates and fry quickly In plenty of botl- 
ng fat. Drain and serve with spin- 
ach or cabbage and a piquant sauce. 



Braised Veal. 

Take a piece of shoulder weighing 
ave pounds. Have boue removed and 
ie up meat to make It firm. Tut 
dece of butter size of half an egg. to- 
gether with a few shavings of onion, 
into a kettle and let get hot. Salt and

(Mr. Watterson in Courier Journal ) 
The atlitude of neutrality adopted 
by the United States is not only em- 
iren ly wise and proper, but it is 
supported by many considerations of 
public pdicy and s<lf interest along 
with international comity and duly 
The popular sentiment of the 
country is almost a unit agaimt thp 
kaiser. But this does not imply any 
lack of good will for the Germans, 
or love for the English, or leaning 
to the French. It means first, that 
the kaiser could have averted the 
war and did not. and, second, that 
we are unalterably opposed to abso- 
lutism as represented by the govern- 
ments both of Germauy and Austria. 
It is well to keep this In mind. 

England is the one country in the 
world which under any ondition or 
circumstance might buck against us 
and give us the right of our life, or 
a run for our money. There is not 
now. much, if any, menace in Eng. 
land's alliance with J*pan. But if 
England should issue out of the war 
victor and undertake a pro-Japanese 
policy in the Orient— the substitu- 
tion of Japan for Germany in Samoa, 
for example— right then and there 
we fight. Let there be no mistake 
on that point. 

Lyirg alongside usisdnada. Eng- 
land could h t rasa us on land as she 
endoubtedly would harass us at sea, 
especially if we acquire much of a 
merchant marine. Japan might eas- 
ily become a pietext. If Germany 
comes out victor republicanism is ar- 
retted in Europe and imperiled ev- 
erywhere. If the alliance wins we 
shall have doubly to look to our ships 
arid our markets. Innoevent, there- 
fore, can we hold ourselves indiffer- 
ent. 

We (1 > not loak, however, with ap- 
prehension on the future. We are 
the ascending, not on the descend- 
ing scale of national development 
The destiny of the United States of 
America will carry the American 
Union to a relation to the rest of the 
world not attained by Rome at the 
heiifht of her prowess and glory. 

No foreign power will be likely j 
ever to ri^k a war with us. Indeed, 
the whole universe wi;l be so weary, j 
so worn out and sick of war at the I 
end of this bloody cor flirt as will 
end the strife of nations for a centu- 
ry, if not for all time. Already men 
stand everywhere aghast. 

Meanwhile we hold by our guns 
and keep our powder dry, ready for 
whatever emergencies arise. Our, 
personal sympathies are quite as! 
much with the German people— vic- 
tims of arbitrary power— as with the 
English |>eoi>le and the French peo- 
ple, drawn into the w ar against their 
better judgment and their real 
wishes. But we ar? a nation aloof 
and apart. 

The true American loves no coun- 
try except his own. Whenever the 
time comes we shall be prepared to 
meet England, if the need should be. 
whenever England chooses to set the 
mark; in the Dominion, in China, in 
Europe, or on the high seas. For 
us, one flag, one country, one des- 
tiny, down with tutocracy and arbi- 
trary power in G.rmany. in Austria 
and in Russia; up with the standard 
of freedem, democracy, republican- 
ism, all of us j )ining Baltimore, in 
her centenary re f rain that— 
' The Star Spangled B inner, oh long

It Is oulte pon.lblc tn go Into many 
kitchens the first thin* In the morning 
anil find an alarming array of dirty 
pcita nnd pana on which the remains 
Of food cooked the night before has 
hatdr>ned nnd become encrusted on the 
Innlde. This means an enormous 
amount of really unnecessary work In 
the morning Now, though It may not 
be possible for the cook, after a late 
dinner with guests attending, to aet to 
work and to clean thoroughly all the 
utensils used, yet It la possible for her. 
as each Is used, to fill It three parts 
full of boiling water, putting In with 
this a small lump of aoda. Then after 
dinner Is aerved all that It necessary 
Is to empty the contenU, rinse the 
pans well to remove all scraps of 
food left on the sides, dry them and 
hang them In the draft where the air 
can reach them. 

Next morning when the girl has 
more time, she can have some hot wa- 
ter and Boda ready In a large dlshpan. 
Then the pans may be dipped Into this 
and rubbed off thoroughly with a cloth 
soaped and dipped In fine sand: then 
they should be well rinsed and dried 
and put back In their places. 

Should a pan have been allowed to 
burn and there are still some burnt 
fragments clinging to It. a little soda 
Water should be boiled up In It until 
all the fragments are loosened anc" 
then the pot should be scoured. 



RICE DUMPLINGS A DELICACY 

Cooked With Apples and Served With 
Cream or Other Sauce They 
Make Ideal Dessert. 

Pick and waBh a half pound of rice 
and boil it gently In one quart of 
water till It becomes dry, keeping the 
pot well covered and not stirring It. 
Then take It off the fire and spread 
it out to cool on the bottom of an 
Inverted sieve, loosening the grains 
lightly with a fork, that all the mois- 
ture may evaiwirate. Pare half a 
dozen pippins or any other large, 
Juicy apples, and take out the cores. 
Then fill each cavity with marmalade 
or with lemon and sugar. Cover every 
apple all over with a thick coating 
of the boiled rice. Tie up each In a 
separate cloth and put them Into a 
pot of cold water. They will require 
about an hour and a quarter before 
they begin to boll, perhaps longer. 
Turn them out In a large dish, and be 
careful in doing so not to break the 
dumplings. Serve them with cream 
sauce, or with butter, sugar and nut 
meg beaten together. 



To Make Okra Soup. 

Okra soup, or gumba soup, can be 
made in a good many ways. For one 
kind make a rich stock from beef ami 
veal bones strain and skim. Add to 
a quart of the stock a pint of okra 
cut In small pieces and stewed with 
a pint of tomatoes and a pint of water 
until tender. Put in three or four 
teaspoonruls of rice and simmer until 
It Is tender. Then serve very hot. 
This soup, of course, does not equal 
chicken gumbo soup, which Is one of 
the most delicious soups made, but 
which takes four or five hours In the 
making and calls for chicken, beef, 
okra. potato, onion, rice, tomato, green 
pepper, bacon and several other In 



Mutton Roll. 
Pass one pound of lean cooked mut- 
ton and a Bmall quantity of lean bacon 
through a fine mincer and place In a 
mixing bowl. Add half u teacupful of 
fine bread crumbs, a little finely 
minced onions, and a teaspoonful of 
chopped parsley. Season with salt, 
pepper and nutmeg Whip one egg un- 
til light, mix together with the pre- 
pared meat, and roll into an oblong 
cake on a floured board. Tie this roll 
in a piece of buttered muslin and stew 
In thick brown suuee for an hour.

While the statement • will not be 
generally accepted, it must be con- 
ceded that some of the Philadelphi- 
an's ideas as to the best methods of 
combating tuberculosis are altogeth- 
er sensible. The prevention of con- 
sumption, he believes, should con- 
sist of efforts to improve the slum 
districtsof cities, towns and hamlets; 
of work which enforces the laws of 
"general, personal, domestic and 
public sanitation." Shacks and hov- 
els, he says, should be torn down; 
people should be prevented from liv- 
ing in cellarsand in overcrowded and 
illventilated houses; proper food, 
clothing and shelter should be pro- 
Tided for invalids, and forthe poorer 
working classes; convalescence from 
serious illness or accidents or from 
what seems!" trival cold or cough 
should be supervised by careful med- 
ial skill. 

The New York Medical Times sums 
up the whole programme in a sen- 
tence when it says: "The sane man- 
agement of consumption resolves it- 
Bel f into the sane management of our 
pressing social problems." Such a 
coarse of procedure as the Philadel- 
phia physician suggest would not 
only reduce the mortality from tu- 
berculosis, but would eliminate va- 
rious other diseases which take heavy 
toll of humanity. Sickness abounds 
wherever there are unfavorable liv- 
ing conditions. 

If poverty could be cured many 
other ills would vanish. If sanitation 
were general the world would be 
happier and healthier. It may be 
that the anti-tuberculosis campaign 
is not broad enough, but it is cover- 
ing a good deal of territory and is 
accomplishing much that is btM&> 
cial. The world was not built in a 
day and cannot be reformed over 
night.— Courier-Journal.

Glace nuts are expensive to buy, but 
like small fruits they may be prepared 
at home.

Pour It Into the farina 
boiler, which is waiting with boiling 
water in the outside part. Remove 
to the table and d!p the nuts or fruit 
in and out as quickly as possible. Try 
not to coat them very thickly. Drain 
them on greased paraffin paper. 

Another way Is to grease with but- 
ter generously a platter. Pour the 
boiled mixture on it and stick nuts 
or fruit through It. Cooi and then

Light from the Earth. 

The darkest part of the sky is al- 
ways aglow. The earth Itself gives 
off a lot of light. Scientist* of ibe 
Franklin institute baye measured this 
earth light and have found that It Is 
of the order of one-tenth part of the 
intensity of a ttar of the first order of 
magnitude. It la attributed, at* least 
partially, to a permanent aurora bore- 
alls which Is revealed by the charac- 
teristic green ray observed on ob- 
scure nights in the whole heaven*. 



Fifch Chowder. 

Wash a pound of fresh whitefish 
#.nd cut into inch squares. Pare and 
dice two large potatoes and mince a 
large white onion. Put a layer of po- 
tatoes in the chowder pot, then a 
sprinkling of onion, minced or pow- 
dered thyme, a little celery salt, plain 
salt and white pepper. When all the 
materials are put In as directed, add 
a pint of cold water. Cover and cook 
gently for twenty minutes without dis- 
turbing. Heat a pint of milk in a 
double boiler, and when flsh and pota- 
toes are done, turn In tbe milk. Sea- 
son to taste if not enough salt and 
pepper has been put in at first. Serve 
at once. A pint of stewed tomatoes 
may be added before the milk. If de- 
sired; a pinch of baking soda and a 
teaepoonful of sugar added to the to- 
matoes, to prevent danger of curdling 
the milk. This chowder may be made 
without milk, using only water and the 
tomatoes and Juice in the can. In 
this case a little thickening will be 
required. 



While of course social control by 
police regulation, curfew laws and 
oversight of places of public amuse- 
ment are necessary and in fact indis- 
pensable in caring for the morals of a 
city, there is also no ouestion that 
below these and more fundamental 
ia the most ancient government 
known to man, namely, parental con- 
trol.

Fathers and mothers who will train 
their children up in the way they 
should go, supervise their hours of 
leisure and see that they are in the 
house o' nights will do more than all 
municipal ordinances for the cure of 
diseased moral conditions.— Portland 
Evening Express.

Honored by Cliemlcal Societies 
Of United States. 

The eighth impression of the Perkln 
gold medal for important work In In- 
dustrial chemistry was presented to 
John Wesley Hyatt, inventor of cellu- 
loid, at a joint meeting of the New 
York sections of the Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry, the American Chemical 
society, and the American Electro 
chemical society. 

Mr. Hyatt, active In spite of his sev 
enty-six yeara, expressed his sincere 
thanks and gave an Interesting ac- 
count of the Invention of celluloid. 

Mr. Hyatt was horn at Starkey, 
Yates county, New York, in 1837. In 
his early boyhood he acquired a strong 
taste for mechanical affairs In his 
father's blacksmith shop In hla six- 
teenth year he went to Illinois and 
learned the printing business, 
at this trade for ten years. 

Later he went to Albany and worked 
as a Journeyman printer for about two 
years. Seeing a $10,000 offer for a 
substitute for Ivory for billiard balls 
be began experimenting nights and 
Sundays in the hope of gaining the re- 
ward. He made a number of useful 
plastic compositions, none of them, 
however good enough for billiard 
balls, but he started to make checker* 
and dominos of pressed wood. 

It was some time afterward that he 
Invented celluloid and began the 
Ufa. ture of celluloid and bone 
billiard and pool balls.-Metallurglcal 
and Chemical Engineering.
